EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  July  13,  1978,  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending  July  2.) 

Wheat :  New  sales  activity  (508,800  MT)  was  relatively  uneventful.  Japan  and  Morocco,  the  latter 

under  PL  480,  were  among  the  principal  buyers.  Several  other  countries  added  to  existing  con¬ 
tracts.  Contract  adjustments  in  sales  to  the  People's  Republic  of  China  resulted  in  a  switch  of 
31,200  MT  from  Hard  Red  Winter  to  Soft  Red  Winter.  Sales  of  31,300  MT  of  Hard  Red  Winter  to  the 
USSR  were  switched  to  Brazil.  Exports  (691,800  MT)  showed  a  modest  increase  this  week. 

Corn :  The  brisk  pace  in  new  sales  was  partially  offset  by  significant  reductions  resulting  from 
changes  in  reporting  procedures  by  individual  exporters.  Next  week's  report  should  reflect 
corresponding  increases  for  Poland  and  Switzerland.  Spain,  USSR,  Mexico  and  Brazil  made  notable 
purchases.  Other  countries  added  nominal  quantities  to  existing  contracts.  Sales  to  unknown 
showed  a  net  decrease  as  a  result  of  some  minor  contract  adjustments  and  changes  in  destinations. 
Exports  of  1,359,100  MT  continued  the  brisk  rate  of  past  three  months. 

Oats :  Market  interest  was  light  as  Tunisia  added  2,100  MT  and  sales  to  unknown  of  5,300  MT  were 
reported . 

Soybeans :  Cancellations  and  other  contract  adjustments  in  sales  to  major  importing  areas,  caused 

a  reduction  in  total  sales  for  the  week.  Exports  (339,700)  continued  last  week's  moderate  decline 
and  went  primarily  to  Europe,  Japan  and  the  USSR. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Cancellations  of  sales  to  Canada  more  than  offset  modest  new  sales  to  all 
destinations  resulting  in  a  net  decline  (39,500  MT)  in  total  sales  for  the  MY.  Exports  (130,500 
MT)  were  moderately  high  with  over  50  percent  going  to  the  EC. 

Soybean  Oil:  New  sales  (7,100  MT)  continued  the  slow  pace  of  the  recent  weeks.  Exports  (23,700 
MT)  rebounded,  due  to  a  shipment  of  17,600  MT  to  India  and  lesser  quantities  to  Mainland  China 
and  Colombia. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  increased  to  a  good  level  for  next  MY.  Significant  changes  for  MY  1977/78 

were  an  addition  of  8,800  RB  to  PRC  and  a  reduction  of  9,100  RB  by  Taiwan.  MY  1978/79  sales  of 
129,900  RB  were  mainly  to  Korea  (37,800  RB) ,  Japan  (20,400  RB) ,  Taiwan  (18,400  RB) ,  PRC  (13,200 
RB) ,  and  Hong  Kong  (11,500  RB) .  Exports  remain  good  as  117,900  RB  were  shipped,  87  percent  going 
to  Asia. 

Barley,  Sorghum  and  Rice:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
